Prices in others 
since 1955 have fallen between these two extremes.

N OT many sections of industry will be able to shrug off the impact of the 


than average is brewing. The 10 per cent increase in the beer duty in 
the “ Little Budget” has made matters slightly more difficult, but prices generally 
have been raised and the increase is hardly likely to have much effect on sales 


while there is a high level of employment. 


But the case for brewery shares at this 
stage does not rest upon the fact that 
the industry will overcome its short-term 
problems fairly easily. 
portant in the overall consideration is the 
extensive rationalization going on in this 
sphere throughout the country. 

Brewers are joining forces, expand- 
ing their distribution areas, centraliz- 
ing production, weeding out unecon- 
omic premises and putting their huge 
resources to much better use. 

This is not a new policy, of course; it 
has been going on for some time, and at 
one stage brewery shares were among 
the most glamorous counters in the 
stock market. Rumours of pending bids 
were made to sound most feasible and 
the optimists were encouraged by the fact 
that many of the rumours eventually 
came home to roost in the form of con- 
crete offers at prices above those ruling 
in the stock market. 


Waned Considerably 

Recently, however, enthusiasm in this 
section of the market has waned con- 
siderably. Not because no more bids 
and mergers are expected, but merely as 
the result of one or two transactions 
which hammered home the point that 
there need not be any immediate capital 
gain when two companies decide to pool 
their resources, 

The case of United Breweries provides 
a fine example of the extremes to which 
investors’ thoughts can swing in a rela- 
tively short space of time. About a year 
ago this firm was acquiring small brew- 


Far more im- 


ing companies at a very rapid pace, and 
the possibilities for the group seemed 
boundless, especally as the expansion was 
being inspired by Mr. E. P. Taylor who 
has built up his own Canadian Breweries 
into the largest undertaking of its kind 
in the world through the very process of 
taking over relatively uneconomic firms. 
But when United Breweries tried to 
take over Bristol Brewery Georges, to 
establish a strong foothold in the West 

Country, it came up against the very 

strong opposition of Courage Barclay 

and Simmonds which eventually won 
the tussle but had to pay a very high 
price for the privilege. 

This immediately made obvious the 
fact that the other leading brewers were 
prepared to fight tooth and nail to pre- 
vent Mr. Taylor from extending on a 
large scale and since then United Brew- 
eries’ shares have been in the doldrums. 


Small Acquisitions 


But it is quite obvious that some inves- . 


tors are ignoring the many small acquis- 
itions which United has continued to 
make and the possibilities of much 
larger profits when all the members of 
the group are fully integrated. 

At the moment United Breweries’ 
shares yield just over 5 per cent, one of 
the highest returns available in this sec- 
tion of the market, and for both income 
and capital appreciation potential they 
seem attractively priced. 

For long term eshte the better pro- 
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spects are among the leaders. The blue 
chip of the brewery market is Scottish 
and Newcastle, the business that 
emerged when two of the most success- 
ful brewery undertakings joined forces a 
couple of years ago, The yield in this 
case is just over 3 per cent, and is well 
justified by the prospects. 

Coming south, there is Courage Bar- 
clay and Simonds which, having beaten 
Mr. Taylor in the tussle for Bristol 
Brewery Georges, is now in the process 
of raising money by means of a «con- 
vertible debenture offer. 

Dealings in this mew stock have not 
yet started, but they are scheduled to 
in a about a week’s time, and a pur- 
chase should be considered by those 
seeking a high income with an option 
to convert into ordinary shares at a 
later date.

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THE EDITORS’ VIEWS 


ITHOUT the 
spirit of innova- 
tion, farming, like 


anything else, dies on 
its feet. Yard and par- 
lour, self-feed silage, 
slatted floor, pallet hand- 
ling, organic irrigation: 
these techniques, and a 
score of others, come; 
are acclaimed or sneered at; are taken up critic- 
ally by some people, credulously by many; and 
only slowly find their proper piace in the farm- 
ing scene. 

Of these, the loose-housing yard and milking par- 
lour have had the longest uncritical run. Only 
within the past few months has it been sug- 
gested that they are not universally the right 
answers to every problem of milking and 
housing the dairy cow. 

We do not say that yards and parlours are on the 
way out. Far from it. They will certainly con- 
tinue to have a place in the dairying economy 
of the extensive stockman where labour is a 
bottleneck; and particularly when the larger 
dairying holding has to be re-equipped. 





Best Answer—At Present 


A herringbone parlour is the best present answer 
in a herd in which one man has to handle more 
than, say, 40 cows in a reasonable time; and the 
boss is willing to throw out all but those 
that fit—the Organization Cows. Other less 
advanced designs of parlour will continue to 
have their places. But herringbone or chute, 
two-level tandem or abreast, none is a must 
for the efficient herd. 

Our eyes have opened, slowly, to the facts of 
bovine life. 

Precise control of feeding is difficult, probably 


ome-Back 


economically impossible, in most yard-and- 
parlour layouts: even yard yokes are, in prac- 
tice, no guarantee that the animal will have its 
proper maintenance ration; and to ensure that 
the higher yielders get their full slice of cake 
involves out-of-parlour feeding. 

Parlour milking is not necessarily, or even very 
often, less demanding in labour than well-regu- 
lated cowshed milking: N.A.A.S. milk produc- 
tion officers have a mass of figures to prove 
that. The old saw is just as true in one as in 
the other—that the ordinary chap can handle 
two units, an acrobat three, and a liar four. 
Throughput of cows milked per man/hour can 
be raised to parlour level in all well-designed 
cowsheds by means of good routine and a feed 
trolley. 


Extravagant In Straw 


Loose housing is confessed by even its most 
enthusiastic supporters to be extravagant in 
straw; and, if they are honest, worse than the 
cowshed on feet. Admittedly, mucking-out 
comes but once a year; but that is at the peak 
labour period. But mechanical ingenuity can 
take the tedium and much of the time out of 
the daily cowshed clean-up during the lazier 
winter months. 


On some minor points honours are divided. The 
cowman certainly prefers the warmth of the 
cowshed on a winter’s morning to a freezing 
parlour; but he will see the bulling heifer more 
readily in the yard. The cow may prefer the 
freedom of loose-housing to being taken back 
every autumn to the place whence she came in 
the spring and there being tied by the neck till 
she be dry. 

So we say don’t scrap that cowshed just for the 
devil of it, and to be fashionable. If you’ve got 
a good one stick to it.

Quite Different

plicated negotiations that are soon to 
follow. 


In Our Market 


Again, it is one thing to make 
way in our market for New Zealand 
and other Commonwealth dairy pro- 
duce, quite another for the dumped 
butter and milk powder from Europe. 

Let Mr. Soames take this message 
back to his Cabinet colleagues. And 
persuade them that quota talks be 
called off. The Minister’s stock in the 
country would rise sharply. 








Taking Seriously 





He would, of course, have to con- 
vince those in the Cabinet who have no 
love of British farming that the indus- 
try had taken, indeed still was taking, 
seriously its pledge of last February. 

Last Thursday’s decision to go on 
talking is an earnest of that. 

In writing so’I do not say that I am 
necessarily against quotas. I have not 
yet heard a scheme that I think would 
be reasonably simple in operation, 
sufficiently flexible not to stifle initia- 
tive, and do the job in curbing pro- 
duction. 

But such a plan there may be. 


Who Speaks For Us? 


EGOTIATIONS on_ the 
possibility of our going 
into the Common Market are likely 
to start in litthe over a month. It 





seems that the broad principles of how 
our agriculture may fit in with that of 
The Six will then be decided—a matter 
of tremendous importance to us and to 
the British Common Market question 
as a whole. 

Who, then, will be putting the case 
for British farming: that is the 64,000 
dollar question. 

This has not yet been finally de- 
cided, I gather. One might say that 
no less a person than the Minister of 
Agriculture should do the job. 


Let Us Know 


I know these negotiations cannot 
be conducted in public. But let us 
know who is to speak for British farm- 
ing. Your future, and mine, is at 
stake. Why, even little Ireland has 
appointed an agricultural representa- 
tive to Common Market headquarters. 

This brings me on to a point which 
I have belaboured before—the paucity 
of our agricultural representation 
abroad. There is at present only one 
British agricultural attaché in the 
whole of Europe. He covers Denmark 
and the Netherlands from Copenhagen. 
The scope and the necessity for change 
is obvious. 





Rings Round Us 





The story is the same the world 
over. No wonder, for one thing, our 
export trade in live stock is a fraction 
of what it ought to be. 

The Dutch and Germans run rings 
round us. They have at every embassy 
someone who understands agriculture. 
We should do the same if we are seri- 
ously after export markets. 


Sale on Delivery 


EVERAL people I have 

spoken to do not realize that 
the date of delivery of grain is the 
operative one for deficiency payments. 
This point is, of course, only important 
where forward sales are concerned. 
With sales for current delivery, the

odds are that sale and delivery will be 
in the same marketing period. 

But it is well worth noting particu- 
larly now that we have the seasonal 
barley scale and forward sales of barley 
are getting going—the last being a 
very good development, too. 

This means that if a grower sells to 
a merchant at harvest and delivery is 
taken, say, in April, the grower will get 
the April deficiency rate. Even if it is 
stored in the merchant’s silo, provided 
that the silo is appropriately licensed 
by the Ministry, the date when the 
merchant takes it out of the silo will 
be the one that counts. 


Fresh Cream Please 


D* AILS of the survey 
carried out by the National 
Milk Publicity Council on the use of 
fresh and tinned cream make interest- 
ing reading. What amazed me chiefly 
was to see that only 16 per cent of the 
people interviewed were able to obtain 
cream on demand from their rounds- 
men and that 15 per cent even had to 
give several days’ notice. 

There is no doubt that there is room 
for a vast increase in sales of cream 
which would help the pool price posi- 
tion enormously. It seems difficult to 
understand why far more energy is not 
being put into this development. For 
instance, I do not remember having 
heard that fresh cream is on sale in 
super markets. 


Dumping and Dumping 








ANES in general, and thei 
Government and _ pro- 
ducers’ organizations in particular, are 
very good at marketing their farm 
goods. They have to be; their whole 
economy depends on it. But they 
seem to be carrying things a little bit 
too far, being a little too clever.

Beyond the Rumpus

Will o’ the Wasp

haps is the enmity they foster in bee 
keepers. 

Not only are they fanatical robbers 
of honey from the stores which have 
accumulated by this time of the year; 
being carnivorous as well, they kill and 
eat large numbers of bees and they 
will destroy as well as rob a whole 
stock of bees in no time. 


Attack 


The only method of defence is 
attack by destroying the nest which is 
usually in a hole in the ground. This 
is easy if you can find the nest, and 
the way to do it is to watch the flight 
of the insects when the light strikes 
them at a certain angle. 

A better method, I learn, is em- 
ployed by the bee research people at 
Rothamsted. First you catch a wasp 
alive. This I’m told is simple. If 
you pick it up with finger and thumb, 
one each side of its body it can only

A consequence could be an increase in 
That is the view of the T.U.C. General 


Council, contained in a statement on European economic unity, which the 
Council will ask Congress to approve this week at Portsmouth. 


The General Council agree in principle 
with the Government’s decision to open 
negotiations with a view to the possibility 
of joining the Common Market, but there 
is a fear that “ opening negotiations ” may 
really mean something far more definite 
than preliminary feelers. 

The Council therefore strongly em- 
phasize that it is impossible to judge 
whether or not Britain should join until 
negotiations have disclosed the conditions 
of joining and the extent to which her 
special needs could be met. 

They also insist that satisfactory 
arrangements must be made to meet the 
special needs not only of the United King- 
dom, but also the needs of the Common- 
wealth countries and the European Free 
Trade Association. 


Welcome Assurances 

The Council 'welcome “the Govern- 
ment’s assurances that any agreement will 
be dependent on Britain securing terms 
which are satisfactory to British agricul- 
ture, and that it is determined to protect 
the standard of living of the agricultural 
community.”

Down 9 per cent

ARM incomes in England and Wales 

fell by nearly 9 per cent in 1959-60 
according to the N.F.U. Farm Accounts 
Scheme. Live stock producers suffered 
the biggest income cuts, over 11 per cent 
on mixed live stock holdings and 10 per 
cent on dairy farms. 

Specialist arable farms did better with 
an average increase in income of nine per 
cent, due largely to record cereal crops. 
Commercial egg producers received 38 
per cent less than in the previous year. 

The N.F.U. Farm Accounts Scheme is 
based on average results from 3,709 
sample farms.

BRITAIN ACTS ON BUTTER DUMPING 


RITAIN has asked G.A.T.T. for action on the dumping of butter in this 
country. This move, announced by the Board of Trade last week, resulted 
from applications for anti-dumping duties by New Zealand and Denmark 


on August 8. In the following week, 
the British Farmers’ Unions and Milk 
Boards gave full support to the appli- 
cations, claiming a loss of more than 
£3m a year to home producers. 

It is because injury to third countries is 
involved, i.¢., traditional exporting coun- 
tries, in this case Denmark and New 
Zealand, that Britain is bound to apply 
to G.A.T.T..(the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Frade) before action can be 
taken. 

A meeting of G.A.T.T. countries which 
export butter to Britain has been asked 
for “at the earliest practicable date,” said 
a Board of Trade statement. 

It also mentioned that the New Zealand 


application cited exports from Finland, 
France, the Irish Republic and Poland. 
The Danish application referred to 
Argentina, France and the Irish Republic. 

“The United Kingdom Government 
has accepted that a prima facie case exists 
for examination of the situation,” said 
the Board of Trade. In other words, 
Britain believes that dumping has taken 
place 

The U.K. expects, went on the state- 
ment, that at the G.A.T.T. meeting, 
“agreement would be reached on the 
immediate adoption of appropriate 
measures in the common interes: of all 
concerned to secure a proper relationship 
between supply and demand by a reduc- 
tion in the quantities of dumped or sub- 


sidized butter offered for import into the 
United Kingdom.” 

Our Marketing Correspondent adds: 
“The meeting should take place in the 
middle of this month. Action by G.A.T.T 
could reasonably be expected before the 
end of it 


Sting In The Tail 


“The Board of Trade statement, much 
fuller than usual in such circumstances, 
appears to have a sting in its tail. Read- 
ing between the lines, it implies that, in 
the absence of the expected action by 
G.A.T.T., Britain will take independent 
action to protect home producers. 

“ Certainly the situation is serious. This 
year will probably see butter supplies 
higher than ever before—higher than in 
the last butter crisis in 1958 when New 
Zealand prices sank to 206s cwt compared 
with the recent 250s.”

Mr. Jack Merricks 
To Fight Again 


R. JACK MERRICKS is to do 

battle again with the three N.F.U.- 
nominated candidates for the three Special 
Member seats on the Potato Marketing 
Board.

N: decisions were taken on a new price structure for milk producers after 


had considered its technical study group’s report in London on Thurs- 
day. For four hours possible ways and means of achieving the objective set out 
in the 1961 Price Review White Paper were discussed, together with the advan- 
tages and disadvantages of alternative systems in relation to present-day methods. 
But the only firm decision was that discussions should continue. 


The joint committee’s task after ‘the last 
Review was to consider how to achieve 
the Government’s suggestion to check the 
rising tide of milk sold for manufacturing 
purposes. Producers were meantime 
granted an increase of approximately 
three-farthings per gallon conditional on a 
new price structure being devised. 


Strong Protests 

The possible imposition of a quota 
system aroused strong protests and it was 
against this background that the joint com- 
mittee first met on April 12 under the 
chairmanship of Mr. Harold Woolley. 

A Special Correspondent comments: 

After the exhaustive work of the tech- 
nical study group on quota systems, one 
might have expected a decision one way 
or another last week, as to whether there 
was any proposal which the Unions could 
recommend to their members. 

The fact that discussions are still to con- 
tinue is due to the Unions’ determination 
that the undertaking they gave at the Price 
Review should be compietely fulfilled. 


They want no one to be able to say that 
they have not explored every possible way 
of “bringing home to individual pro- 
ducers that output beyond a certain level 
is not in their interests unless produced 
profitably at manufacturing price.” 

So a sub-committee, representing all 
sides in the talks, is to be set up to make 
sure the problem has been surveyed 
in every aspect. If further investiga- 
tion along any particular line is nece$- 
sary, the sub-committee will say so. 
Zt will report within about a month. 
The decision to set up the sub-commit- 

tee was accepted by all sides at last week’s 
meeting, though one might assume that 
some were much more enthusiastic than 
others. 

It is no secret that the Boards have 
no liking at all for quotas. The Unions 
are not by any means necessarily in favour 
—and my guess is that the final answer 
will be “no, it just can’t be done ”—but 
they want to be certain that a final answer 
is not given until every factor has been 
considered. 


Tell The Facts, Say Quality Producers 


ILK producers should be told the 
facts resulting from the delibera- 
tions of the technical sub-committee on 
milk quotas, which has now reported, 
declared Mr. W. B. Taylor, General 
Manager of Quality Milk Producers, Ltd., 
recently.

This applied particularly to Channel 
Island milk, said Mr. Taylor, because the 
whole problem of its market development 
depended on the liquid market and it was 
necessary to know whether anything was 
going to stand in the way of producing 
more, which the consumer wanted. 

Mr. Taylor added that if quotas were 
applied Channel Island milk should be 
excluded. “How can you get more of a 
product if you put it on quota?” he 
asked. 


Pool Price Only 


Channel Island producers should get 
the pool price for all their milk and not 
only for the standard quantity; or there 
should be a separate standard quantity 
for it based on actual sales. 

Emphasizing the point that Channel 
Island milk was produced for the liquid 
market and did not aggravate the milk 
surplus problem Mr. Taylor went on: 

“No one is going to go on producing 
Channel Island milk if he cannot get a 
premium for it and he can only get one

Low Scottish 
Malting Prices 
Cause Concern 


N ALTING barley prices in Scotland 

are about 37s 6d per ton below last 
year’s level. It is feared that the lack of 
incentive to grow malting varieties may 
lead to the virtual disappearance of local 
sources of supply. 

The Convener of the cereals committee 
of the Scottish N.F.U., Mr. J. <s. Jen- 
kins, said in Edinburgh last week: “ Re- 
cently representations by the Farmers’ 
Unions persuaded the Government to 
apply what is in effect a minimum import 
price for barley of £20 a ton. 

“Imported barley is used primarily for 
feeding purposes but the home grower of 
malting barley is at present actually being 
offered less.” 

Mr. Jenkins pointed out that crops for 
malting cost more to grow and yielded 
less to the acre—‘“ Consequently, farmers 
who grow malting varieties expect a 
reasonable premium over and above feed 
barley prices.”

importance provided the final result conformed to the same 


pattern. 

This pattern must ultimately be that 
of all successful industries in which a 
chief executive or group of executives is 
responsible for the running of the busi- 
ness with a highly trained staff. 

Such a system would place the control 
of farming in the hands of a relatively 
small number of the abler and better edu- 
cated men engaged in agriculture. This 
would result in the speedy application of 
new techniques, in rational decisions, 
based on factual records as to the type 
and intensity of production and in the 
best use of the available capital. 


Able Individual 

While the able individual farmer might, 
by his intensive personal supervision, 
show a higher profit per acre or per man, 
the large farming units would undoubtedly 
show a better result over a large area than 
that obtained by a number of independent 
farmers of widely varying education and 
intelligence. Within the company there 
would be opportunity at the different 
jevels for specialization in the different 
branches of farming. 

Was it not asking the impossible, said 
Sir William, to assume that one man in 
every three employed in agriculture 
should have the mental ability, educational

“The Revolution in Agriculture” which 
was the subject of the Presidential 
address. The technical revolution pro- 
duced by the appreciation of scientific 
discovery had led to increased output, 
achieved with a diminishing labour force, 
and it was still rising. 

So British agriculture had reached a 
point of decision: it must either attempt 
to halt technical progress and rising out- 
put, relying on subsidies from the State 
for its future prosperity, or press forward 
ruthlessly, applying science to the full, 
and relying on the strength it so gains 
over the years to face in the end fair com- 
petition from overseas producers without 
the need for government support. 


Major Position 


Sir William concluded by saying that 
the agricultural revolution had lifted 
farming from a state of depression and 
unimportance to one of prosperity and 
major position in the economy. Farmers 
had now to choose whether they should 
take action to reorganize the industry 
so that it might take advantage of 
every technical advance and over the 
next decade so improve its efficiency 
that, no matter which way the political 
wind might blow, it was strong and 
secure; or whether they would rely on 
political bargaining to maintain the pre- 
sent position and avoid reorganization and 
further technical progress, with all that 
this implied in instability and the possi- 
bility of losing all they had won. 

Political memories were short and new 
generations were growing up who would 
forget the great debt the nation owed to 
the farmers in the War and think only 
of the immediate economic problems. 

When that day came, he concluded, the 
future of British farming would depend 
on how far the revolution brought about 
by the scientist and the engineer had been 
carried to completion.

U.S.A. Farms 
May Decline 


By 75 per cent 


Y the end of the century, there would 

probably be only 300,000 to 400,000 
commercial farms in the U.S.A., a decline 
of three-quarters from the 1.7m in 1960, 
said Mr. W. E. Jones, Director of 
N.A.A.S., speaking to the British Associa- 
tion at Norwich. Forecasting the possible 
development of agriculture, he suggested 
that the labour force on these fewer, 
larger farms would remain the same— 
meaning an increase in labour produc- 
tivity of 500 to 600 per cent. 

Output of the individual commercial 
farm would be around $100,000—com- 
pared with $14,000 in 1960. 

Mr. Fones continued, however: “ The 
prediction relating to the drastic reduc- 
tion in the number of holdings in the 

J.S.A. implies a high degree of mobility 
among farmers which can hardly be ex- 

pected in the U.K.” 

Opening the discussion on Mr. Jones’ 
paper, Mr, Ford Sturrock emphasized the 
real change was from thinking in terms of 
output to analysing gross margins. Linear 
programming, programme planning and 
gross margin analysis were really all 
variants on the same theme. 

The very small family farm was on the 
way out. By this he meant that family 
farms would get bigger—increasing to 
100-150 acres. 





Can a Tractor 
Keep Pigs 


INET year Mr. K. E. 
’ Morgan, lecturer in farm 
mechanization at Reading Uni- 
versity, proposes to employ a 
tractor in an experiment in 
automatic stock husbandry. He 
told the British Association that 
he intends putting 10 pigs in a 
pen, mounting the floor on four 
load cells. 

When the tractor clanked the 
feed bucket, he would expect 10 
tenths of the total weight of the 
pigs to be concentrated along 
the feeding troughs. If that did 
not happen the tractor would re- 
ceive a warning signal. 

Each pig would have a radio 
pill, which would transmit 
signals indicating internal tem- 
perature, pulse rate and respira- 
tion rate. 

The tractor would know what 
the pigs weighed originally and 
how much food they had con- 
sumed and knowing what the 
conversion ratio ought to be, it 
would know how much the pigs 
should weigh on any occasion. 

If there was any discrepancy 
between theoretical and. actual 
weight as summed by the load 
cells, again there would be a 
warning signal. A _ weighted 
trapdoor could decide when the 
pigs were heavy enough for 
market.

ADJUST YOUR BUSINESS 
TO PRESSURES 


| N future, the farmer would have to give more time to organizing his business 


so that he could adjust it to the economic pressures-of the times. 


This was 


what Mr. W. E. Jones, the new Director of the National Agricultural Advisory 
Service, told his British Association audience when he delivered his paper on 


“Future Developments in Farm Organization.” 


His basic assumption was that, 


with the increased cost of living rising to the end of the century, the reward of 


labour was bound also to increase. 

Offsetting the inevitable rising cost of 
labour, he said, would involve heavier in- 
vestment in machinery and equipment 
thus increasing capital requirements. The 
capital aspects of a farm business would 
therefore need more attention. 


Analysing the System 

Looking at the subject from the ad- 
viser’s point of view, Mr. Jones reminded 
his audience of the different methods that 
had been evolved for analysing farming 
systems. Ten years ago at Reading, Blag- 
burn had approached the farming business 
as a whole. He had assessed the inten- 
sity of the system (system index), then 
evaluated the yield performance (yield in- 
dex) by reference to stock numbers, crop 
acreages and trading accounts. 

Having detected the technical and 
managerial weak spots, a new plan was 
drawn up. But since that time there had 
been three developments in the method of 
analysing farm efficiency. 

The first went by the rather alarming 
name of Linear Programming. It was 
American in origin, said Mr. Jones, and 
the three components were: (a) An ob- 


b) alternative methods of attain- 
resource restric- 


jective, 
ing the objective, and (c) 
tions. 

More convenient and easier to under- 
stand was Programme Planning—a tech- 
nique which arrived at the optimum com- 
bination of enterprises giving maximum 
profit for the individual circumstances of 
the farm. 

The third method, that of gross mar- 
gins, had become widely adopted in this 
country. The gross margin of any en- 
terprise was calculated by deducting 
the wartable costs from the outpui. For 
example, in the case of dairy cows:—

Stock purchased

This method had the advantage that 
it was in line with the way in which a 
farmer thinks about his management prob- 
lems 

Having outlined these newer methods, 
Mr. Jones went on to discuss their effect 
on different classes of farming.

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DANISH “MIDDLES” 
FORCE PRICES DOWN 
SAYS THE TRADE 


IDDLE cuts from sides of Danish 

bacon are alleged to have been 
brought into the Danish owned factory 
at Selby for pre-packing at prices which 
are causing damage to the British curing 
industry and food trade. This is the 
basis of the case for an anti-dumping duty 
applied for jointly by the Food Manu- 
facturers’ Federation and the British Bacon 
Curers’ Federation. First news was given 
on p, 75 last week. 

Facts and figures said to prove the 
allegation have been sent to the Board of 
Trade with the application. 

Prices at which British firms sell their 
pre-packed bacon have been forced down 
to uneconomic levels and the firms have 
lost trade 

In addition it is alleged that this Danish 
trade has stopped firms expanding and 
other new ones from going into the cutting 
ind pre-packing bacon business. 

The hams and fore ends removed in 
Denmark are believed to have been sold 
mainly for dollars, there being some ex- 
port incentive for dollar sales. 

Another factor currently annoying the 
bacon curers is that some 750 tons o week 
of canned hams and shoulders have been 
coming into Britain in addition to the 
huge quantities of whole sides. 

Without these canned products, mainly 
from Denmark, Yugoslavia and Holland, 
it is said that bacon prices would recover 
from their present slump levels.

Part of Tractor of The Future as Seen 


by Mr. Claude Culpin 


LLUSTRATING the rate of mechanization since 1939 Mr. Claude Culpin 
told the Agriculture Section of the British Association that the power 
available per man in tractors and horses alone was less than 2 h.p. then but 


was now about 15 h.p. 


In the same period the number of farms with a supply 


of mains electricity had, after a slow start, risen by leaps and bounds to about 


84 per cent of the total. 

There were now less than 40 acres of 
arable land to every tractor over 10 h.p. 
and any further great expansion of num- 
bers seemed unlikely 

During the next ten years he expected 
to see mainly a continuation of present 
trends in design, such as the continued 
development of auxiliary hydraulic ser 
vices for the easy driving and control of 
mechanisms on implements and machines 
And sooner or later manufacturers would 
surely accept the responsibility of design- 
ing and producing a first-rate air-condi- 
tioned cab, 

On the topical subject of hydrostatic 
transmission for driving the tractor itself 
as distinct from the auxiliary services, he 
did not think we should see any wide- 
spread adoption at present. 


Wanted—Better Design 


Tandem tractors had useful possibili- 
ties, Mr. Culpin thought, but the models 
so far used were not designed for the 
purpose but made up by mounting the 
front of one standard 4-wheeled tractor 
on the rear of another. The combination 
seemed to give more than double the 
power of each, but it ought to be designed 
from scratch to give better conversion. 

Mr. Culpin saw no sign of the plough 
being displaced, in spite of the greater 
use of rotary cultivators and other 
newer implements 

Work on development of mechanically 
laid plastic drains seemed likely to result 
in a major change in methods of field 
drainage. In a promising N.I.A.E. tech- 
nique a reel of flat plastic strip was

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formed into a tube as it passed down a 
specially shaped mole drainer 
On manure handling the future 
seemed likely to see a considerable 
development of piped liquid manure 
handling systems for dealing with the 
manure from poultry, pigs and cattle 
where little or no straw was used. 

On fertilizer distribution Mr. Culpin 
was critical of our ignorance about the 
efficiency of the simple spinner type of 
distributor. Until we knew more about 
effects of evenness of distributon it 
would be impossible to predict the dir- 
ection of new developments. On the 
whole he thought that the general trend 
would be towards simplicity in the 
machines and ease and speed of handling 
rather than towards mechanical compli- 
cation and slow rates of work. 


Silage Revolution 

On forage conservation method; he was 
emphatic, The advent of the flai! forage 
harvester produced a revolution in silage 
making which was both far reaching and 
rapid. He thought it likely that there 
would be a gradual extension of the use 
of the more advanced and expensive 
methods such as using gas-tight silos and 
short-chopped silage for fully mechanized 
feeding systems.

Swine Fever Control 


WINE fever has been controlled 

in Co. Durham after four months of 
persistent outbreaks which have hit many 
breeding herds and resulted in a heavy 
loss of pigs.

PROFITABLE PORK 


Britain has Chanee to Win Slice of Continental 


Market, reports ROBIN CLEARIE 


ROFITABLE quality pork, premium-priced and produced “on the cheap” 
could bring Britain a competitive slice of the Continental market. 


These

The Danes are sending their 
seconds to Germany and if we could 
produce cheap quality pork, command- 
ing a premium, properly tailored and 
fiown across to be fresh, I am sure we 
could stand more than a good chance 
on that market.” 

And it was heartening to see butchers 
bidding from 30s to 33s a score for the 
16 lots in the competition—for the butcher 
is the red, amber or green signal for the 
housewife’s choice. 

While those pig producers who entered 
for the competition find their overheads 
will not necessarily be reduced, the im-

In the south-western counties, usually 
the first to finish, progress has been good, 
but some days of fine weather are needed 
to wind up. Mr. H. J. B. Bartlett, chair- 
man of Devon F.U., told FARMER & 
STOCK-BREEDER: “Yields and _ con- 
ditions are good.” 

Said Mr. E. J. Mutton, of Helland- 
mere, Delabole, Cornwall: “There have 
been record yields in an excellent harvest.” 
With continued sunshine over the next 
few days there would be little left to do. 


Drawing to close 


In Dorset, harvest was drawing to a 
close. Mr. W. F. Chilcott, county F.U. 
chairman, said that work appeared to be 
about two-thirds complete. 

The fine spell had made an enormous 
difference in Berkshire, said Mr. W. J. 
Simmons, Oak House, Hampstead Norris, 
Newbury. 

“I know of one crop of wheat where 
the yield has been over SOcwt to the 
acre. I have had a yield of 46cwt to 
the acre and I think I shall have an 
average of two tons for all my winter 
wheat.” 

In the south-east progress was good. 
Mr. P. J. Penrich, Kent F.U. secretary, 
estimated that about 85 per cent of the 
harvest was complete. Some spring wheat 
was left in the Romney Marsh area, where 
sowing had been delayed. Yields were as 
good as, if not better than, expected. 

In the East Midlands, harvest got going 
well after a rather disjointed start. In 
some cases, farmers discovered that wheat 


crops were not properly ripened, although 
the ground was hard and cracked. 

Progress in the northern areas was not 
so good. At the beginning of last week, 
as little as 10-12 per cent had been cut 
in Westmorland, Cumberland and North- 
umberland. Two-thirds of the crop was 
still standing in the North Riding. In 
Cheshire, Durham and Lancashire, about 
20 per cent had been cut. 

Chances of a mear-average grain crop 
in Yorkshire were good, if the fine weather 
held, thought Mr. E. E. Milner, N.F.U. 
North Region Officer. 

In Wales binders have made a big 
comeback. Reports from up and 
dewn the Principality suggest that 
farmers have turned away from com- 
bines for fear that contractors may fail 
to turn up on time.

It is, therefore, not surprising that 
twins are almost commonplace.

prising Carr brothers, John and Bryan, 
who farm the 102-acre, all-grass Cleveley 
Bank High Farm, Forton, near Lancaster 
in partnership. Stocking is now at 
high rate of one cow unit per acre and 
the emphasis is on the adoption of t 
dried hay instead of silage: rg 
manuring and scrupulous attention 
feeding.

Little is Good 

Organic manuring is done straight from 
shippon to fields all the year round and 
the attitude to nitrogen is: “A little does 
i lot of good; a lot can do a lot of harm.” 

Of the 102 acres 56 are permanent 
pasture and the rest temporary grass. As 
well as the 130 head of cattle there are 
60 Masham ewes, normally put to a 
Hampshire ram to lamb in late January 
or February. The lambs are sold in late 
spring and another 100 are bought in for 
selling off fat in December 

Herd replacements are now reared on 
the early weaning systems, although rear- 
ing on milk starter has been the practice 
until recently. Bull calves and beef calves 
will continue to be reared up to three 
months on calf starter.

HERE will be no poll on the proposed changes in the Potato Marketing 


Scheme.

Raising the Maximum levy from £1 to £3 an acre is one of 
Only 179 producers of potatoes with a total acreage 
The minimum number required to institute 


a vote is 1,000 registered growers with at least 20,000 acres. 


Now the Potato Board has submitted 
the changes to the Minister of Agri- 
culture, who has to allow a period of at 
least six weeks for any objections or de- 
mands for a public enquiry to be made. 

If there are none, it seems probable that 
there will be parliamentary approval 
before the end of the year. 

Even if there is an enquiry the changes 
hould be operative for next year’s crop 
if they survive the enquiry and Parlia- 
ment. 

Said Mr. Jack Merricks, Member of 
the Board, last week: “I recommended 
growers to get a vote on this harmful 
matter which was pushed through when 
farmers were at their busiest. The fact 
that 179 growers took the trouble to ask 
for one is extremely encouraging, especi- 
lly as the N.F.U. and the P.M.B. asked 
growers to accept the charges. 

“The real point is that here we have 
the N.F.U. accepting Government policy 
for cutting potato growers’ guarantees by 
about a third. Growers are being asked 
to meet the cost. Obviously I voted 
igainst it when it came up,” added Mr. 
Merricks 

“1 shall now certainly put in objections 
to it to the Minister when amendments 
ire gazetted. I have had a lot of letters 
out of the blue from growers opposed to 
the increased tax on growing potatoes and 
offering to help me.

“Retail Milk Profit

of milk retailer’s profit margins have 
been made by Mr. G. Ivor Price, chair- 
man of Unigate, Ltd., the combine which 
includes United Dairies and Cow & Gate.

Bulk Handling of Fertilizer Pays 
On This Cheshire Farm 


N February this y4r, Imperial Chemical Industries, Ltd., 
held a demonstration to show how bulk fertilizer could be 


handled and spread on farms by contractors. 


Last week, the 


company invited FARMER AND STOCK-BREEDER to attend a similar 
demonstration, which showed how bulk fertilizer could be handled 


on the farm by farm labour. 

Handling of fertilizer in bulk by tractor 
front-end loader, or auger completely eli- 
minates the need for lifting and carrying 
bags. Only one man is needed for the 
loading and spreading operation 

The demonstration was held at Dairy 
House Farm, Middlewich, Cheshire, an 
experimental 400-acre farm, run on a 
commercial basis. The farm deals mainly 
n grassland, and approximately 2-3,000 

ns of silage and 60 acres of hay are 
grown each year. 

Owing to this large acreage of 
land, there is much need for fertilizer 
The average amount used annually over 
the past three years has been about 180 
tons 

Before the advent of bulk fertilizer 
handling, the material used to be taken 
in bags from the farm store, transported 
to the field and applied by two men at a 
rate of 4-5 acres per man hour, at 3cwt 
per acre.

A first-rate judge 

Success of this kind is not easily achieved. 
It demands an unerring eye for the right kind 
of breeding stock, persistence, courage and a 
shrewd business sense. Mr. Charles Flack 
has all these qualities in good measure. His 
judgment of pigs had its supreme test in the 
early days when he chose his foundation sow, 
Walton Catalina 47th, to which most of the 
present herd can be traced. Later, after a 
long search he acquired a famous boar, 
Histon Royal Turk 4th. Royal Turk was the 
second boar he purchased, the first being 
Risby Berry King, bought from a neighbour 
in 1944. On these three animals the whole 
Thingoe Herd was based. The outstanding 
success of this herd is testimony enough to 
the soundness of Mr. Flack’s choice. 


Three farms 


Mr. Flack farms about 800 acres, spread 
over three farms.

JOHN CHERRINGTON j 


HEN the Government, fearful of pressure from the animal lovers, made it 
an illegal act to spread myxomatosis, it automatically made the extinction 
of rabbits an impossibility and at the same time turned into criminals a 


good many otherwise law-abiding farmers. 


As compensation for having removed 


the one sure method of control there is a a subsidy for rabbit-clearance societies. 


But these are themselves hamstrung 
in various ways. They cannot legally 


make use of myxomatosis as a method | 


of control, they cannot use gin traps, 
and they are not compulsory on all 
farmers and landowners. 

There is some pressure to make the 
sale of rabbits illegal, as was done in 
New Zealand. This would be an un- 
enforceable provision in any case, and 
would provide no answer. Very few 
people to-day can possibly make a 
living out of the sale of rabbits. And 
it’s most doubtful in this age of full 
employment if many young people 
would take on trapping for a living. 
Especially as the two most effective 
methods of destruction, still used in 
New Zealand, poison and gin traps, are 
denied them here. 


PLENTY OF NOISE 


So far our Rabbit Clearance Societies 
are making a fair bit of noise and are 
not, I submit, killing a great many rab- 
bits. As they are not compulsory the 
non-co-operators refuse to join, and to 
make matters worse many shooting 
owners refuse to allow their woods to be 
invaded by the Society’s operators. In- 
stead, they are allowed to do their own 
destruction with their own keepers. 

This is a fundamental mistake. 
Keepers, in my experience, are possibly 
the worst pest destroyers in the world. 
Of course, they fill their pantries with 
stoats, weasels, crows and the like, but 
who ever saw a rabbit hung up even in 
these days? All they kill are the 
enemies of the rabbits. 

I could confidently guarantee the 
abolition of our two major pests, rab- 
bits and pigeons, if, as a prelimnary, 
I was allowed to abolish all game- 
keepers. Pigeons only nest in our 
woods and hedges with such abund- 
ance because the “vermin” have 
been ruthlessly destroyed. 

The question of the gin trap is one 
of some delicacy. If it had been illegal 
for domestic dogs and cats to trespass 
on other people’s land no one would 
have said a word if their pet had come 
home with a damaged foot. After all, 
dozens of cats are killed and maimed 





on the roads every day, but no one has 
| suggested making cars illegal. 

I must say I don’t like gin traps. 
When we used to use them I insisted 
| that they were frequently inspected, but 
| I don’t believe they are in themselves 
| any more cruel than any other method 
| of destroying vermin. 

Shooting leaves many rabbits to 
creep off and die. Gassing is accept- 
able only because we don’t watch the 
death agonies in the depth of a burrow. 
A snare is not the quick despatch that 
people seem to imagine. At best it’s 
strangulation, at worst it can be a long 
drawn-out agony, worse in a way than 
the gin, because the rabbit is caught by 
the body and not by a foot. 

I think the way to look at the 
problem is that the rabbit, like the rat, 
the mouse, and other pests is an enemy 
of farming and hence of all people who 
eat food. Our enemies have to be 
destroyed in order that we all can live. 
No one sheds a tear for the rat which 
is allowed to be poisoned with im- 
punity. It’s only the rabbit that seems 
to arouse the anger of the animal lovers. 


HYPOCRITICAL 


Yet their anger is so hypocritical. At 
the height of the myxomatosis row, 
which, if you remember, coincided with 
the final abolition of the gin trap, one 
prominent animal lover, in all other 
respects a most sensible man, theatened 
in conversation with me that if farmers 
persisted in destroying their rabbits in 
this way, then the enraged British 
public would boycott British food. 

I believe they would, too. And go 
on making use of the products of coun- 
tries like Australia and New Zealand 
where, of course, every possible varia- 
tion of humane and inhumane methods 
of destruction are not only tolerated but 
encouraged by the authorities. 

But to return to our Societies. They 
are incapable of containing the rabbit 
plague without the recurring onset of 
myxomatosis. The only system of 
destruction that seems available to them 
is gassing. This at best is only mode- 
rately successful as there is some doubt 
as to whether the gas penetrates into 





the burrows sufficiently far to kill all 
the rabbits. But the most serious draw- 
back to gassing, even if 100 per cent 
effective, is that it only affects rabbits 
that are to ground. 

I just don’t believe these stories of 
rabbits that have turned to living on 
top of ground because of the gassing 
of burrows or myxomatosis. Large 
numbers of rabbits always lived on top 
of the ground. 


AT OUR EXPENSE 


The only time these are to ground is 
when they are breeding, and then as 
their stops are usually in the corn or 
under other dense growth they are 
fairly invulnerable. In the old days the 
way to deal with these was by open gin 
trapping in the Spring. Now they just 
breed away happily to do more damage, 
and to provide the operators of the 
Rabbit Clearance Societies further em- 
ployment at ours and the Government’s 
expense. 

All in all then the Societies don’t 
seem to make much impression on rab- 
bit numbers. In fact, I would say that 
they do as much harm in preventing the 
spread of myxomatosis by making bur- 
rows uninhabitable as they do good. 
My experience is that rabbits always 
return, that their numbers increase 
gradually to a certain point and then 
there is a recurrence of myxomatosis 
and a practical extinction. 

Contrary to popular belief there is no 
evidence that the disease is in any way 
less severe, simply that as there are 
fewer rabbits about the spread is less 
effective. 





TRY NATURE 


In France, where myxomatosis first 
appeared in Europe nine years ago 
there has been practically no wide- 
spread reappearance of the rabbit in 
any number, and the disease reappears 
almost when required as numbers rise, 
without human aid. 


I suggest that the best policy here 
would be to let the Societies lapse and 
see if nature can keep them in check. 














NDER good conditions, mechanical harvesting of sugar beet shows great 
saving in labour compared with harvesting by hand.

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The chap who thinks he can do 
as he likes with his wood is 


Barking Up the Wrong Tree

Unfortunately, upon just such a night, affronted by generations of 


 k has been said that a night is bad indeed when it is not fit for a tree to be 


unappreciated existence, trees choose to draw attention to themselves in no 


uncertain manner. 


A storm-ravaged tree can inflict extensive and not easily 


repaired damage, and because both trunk and branches : are subject to complex 


tensions, clearing up is dangerous work. 

Worse, if it can be shown that the 
owner knew, or ought to have known, 
that it was a menace and did nothing 
about it, his negligence may result in 
crippling damages being awarded against 
him. He can never rely upon a plea 
that “this was an act of God,” because 
a court will decide that if a reasonable 
man would have felled or lopped the tree 
then he should have done so. 

Again, if Farmer Heckmondwike runs 
over your favourite sheep-dog it is neither 
humane nor legally permissible to retaliate 
by planting yew, laburnum or other 
poisonous trees along your joint bound- 
aries—if his cattle die so may your bank 
balance! 

Before buying property, bear in mind 
the question of dangerous, poisonous, or 
overhanging trees: if such hazards are 
obvious it will be no good complaining 
afterwards. 


Poplars Not Popular 

If your trees overhang a neighbour’s 

property, or if their roots invade his 
kitchen, then they have committed trespass 
and unless you can persuade them to 
mend their ways they can be described as 
a “nuisance”; with or without adjectives. 

Do not plant trees (especially poplars) 
close to buildings. Their roots spread 
alarmingly, and can drain thousands of 
gallons of water away from foundations— 
causing subsidence. 

If your trees encroach upon your neigh- 
bour’s land, he may abate the nuisance. 
But he must act reasonably, damaging 
the trees only to the extent necessary. 

Trees, then, may cause feuds which 
last for years and begin to rival the Mafia 
vendettas of Sicily. If someone can prove 
that he has suffered hurt or financial loss 
he may refer the matter to the courts with- 
out warning and with enough chance of 
success to make prevention far better than 
cure, 

You may feel that if you wish to fell 
trees on your own land then that is up to 
you: not a bit of it! The Forestry Act 
of 1951 lays down that generally speaking

timber trees may be felled without a 
Forestry Commission Licence only when 
they are dangerous, dead, a nuisance, 
interfere with electricity supply lines (the 
Electricity people may cut these free!), 
or when they are less than three inches 
in diameter measured at five feet above 
the ground. 

Orchard or garden trees may be felled 
unless there is prior agreement not to, or 
local by-laws or acts of Parliament apply. 
The Town and Country Planning Act 
(1947) enables you to fell when permitted 
development requires it. 


Razeing Regulations 

You may also fell timber trees without 
a licence if the cubic measure of the trees 
felled does not exceed 825 Hoppus feet 
in a quarter; of which no more than 150 
H/feet may be sold per quarter. 

Although some land-owners pay little or 
no attention to these felling regulations 
they do exist and can be enforced. 

When deciding upon tree work it is 
necessary to realize that all the legal 
requirements applicable to contractors 
who specialize in this work apply to you. 

If you undertake work for which you 
are not insured, or encourage farm 
workers to attempt tasks for which they 
were not trained, it is very probable 
that in the event of an accident you will 
be held responsible. 

Also, if you involve yourself or your 
employees in operations which could 
endanger the lives or property of members 
of the public, either on or off your land, 
then you should certainly obtain public 
liability cover. 


Hazardous Haul 


When the trees are down the danger 
is not over. The haulage and loading of 
trees, some weighing many tons, is at the 
best of times a hazardous business. It 
should not be attempted with a tractor 
which does not have at least a seven-ton 
timber winch. 

If an accident does occur, and 
negligence is proved, arising from inex- 
perience or the use of incorrect methods 
or faulty or inadequate machinery, then 
the courts may grant substantial damages 
and costs to the injured person. 

Many ancient common rights exist in 
the countryside, and the term “ estovers” 
covers rights of taking “reasonable” 
amounts of timber and underwood from 
woods or waste lands belonging to another 
person. Beware of these “rights.” So 
many changes are taking place in rural 
areas that only after the most searching 
enquiries should you take wood which 
does not belong to you, 

In 1586 it was said that: “The tree is 
no sooner fallen downe to the ground, 
but everie one is readie to runne uppon 
it with his Hatchette ”—it is wise to-day, 
however, to be sparing with the hatchet 
—unless you are prepared to look as 
“ old-fashioned” as this ancient “saw”!

A Turkey Farm In Ten Years 


Lancashire Breeder Began in 1951 with Four 
leres and No Experience. says H. G. CLARKE 


N 1951, a bare four acre plot of grass, which was rented, some capital and 
absolutely no experience at all. Ten years later and there is a prosperous 
turkey breeding establishment with home-made buildings and a business 

capable of even greater expansion. Within the framework of these few words 
lies the story of Mr. A. Lowe’s work on his turkey farm at Hindley Green neat 


Wigan, Lancashire. 

Mr. Lowe commenced by building a laying house for fowls. With this class of stock 
he progressed and as his own experience grew he became better able to assess the 
value of what he heard.and saw. 

Later a change to turkeys was made and 
is the stock increased, so the hens were 
old. 

From the original stock of 50 poults 
ind a few stags Mr. Lowe has expanded 
o a breeding stock of 500 B.B.B. and 500 
B.B.W. with buildings to accommodate ¢ 
otal of 6,000 birds of all ages. 

Mr. Lowe runs one stag per 12-18 hens. 

[hey stay with the hens for three days 
ind are then rested in single pens for 
nine days. This means four stags to each 
pen. The result is a hatchability:-never 
ess than 90 per cent. 


Three Clutches 

Hatching takes place from April to the 
end of August. This covers three clutehes 
of about 20 per clutch. Any broodiness 
which becomes apparent after each clutch 
is stopped by putting the birds on to slats 
for five days. 

The best birds are kept for a second 
eason for the sake of blood lines. Mr. 
Lowe runs several lines enabling him to 
close the flock on both sides. 

About 4,000 birds are fattened at home 
for the Christmas trade; about one-tenth 
of the output. These are mainly sold 
retail, 

Asked to place profitability: of his 
various classes of stock in order Mr. Lowe 
uggests that day-olds are least profitable; 
growers rather better and fat birds easily 
the best. The only reason why all his 
birds are not sold fat is simply because 
there is not as yet sufficient housing for 
this purpose.

Miss Anne Davey, 
Assistant County Lecturer 
at Staffordshire Farm Institute 


O much is heard of the drift from the 
S land that it comes as a surprise to 

meet a town-bred girl making her 
way to success in an agricultural career. 
At 22, Anne Davey, Assistant County 
Lecturer at Staffordshire Farm Institute 
and County Organizer for the Federation 
of Young Farmers’ Clubs, is a fine ex- 
ample of what a girl can achieve when her 
mind is really made up. 

Anne is the only daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. T. A. Davey of Birmingham, and 
laughed when I asked if she had come of 
farming stock. 

“No, my father is a lawyer,” she said. 
“ My first visit to a farm was when I was 
four and I was petrified by the cows!” 


Anne left Edgbaston High School in 
1955 with a grand total of nine G.C.E. 
passes and her parents’ philosophic bless- 
ing on her wish for an agricultural career. 
“Try it for a year and see how you feel 
then.” 

But at the end of her year as a pupil 
with Mr. J. L. Purcell at Mickle Trafford 
Manor, near Chester, there were no 
doubts in her mind. The next step was 
to be a dairying course at Studley College, 
Warwickshire. 

Here she made her first contacts with 
the Y.F.C. movement. She joined the 
Studley & District Club and was soon 
absorbed in county quiz programmes, 
public-speaking contests and stock judg- 
ing classes, 

Her two years at Studley slipped past 
—very happy years for Anne—and re- 
warding, too, for she gained both the 
College diploma and the National 
Diploma in Dairying. 

In her first job at Enborne Gate Farm, 
near Newbury, Berkshire, she worked 


with the cowman for the first three or 
four months. Then he left, and Anne, 
now 20, was in sole charge of the 100 de- 
horned pedigree Ayrshires under their 
owners, Mr. and Mrs. C. J. Brown. 

“T lived in a farm cottage,” Anne told 
me, “with two pupils. We did all our 
own cooking and housework and found 
it great fun.” 

Anne found the work equally interest- 
ing. The 400-acre farm was among the 
first to install the bulk milk tank system 
and co-operated with one of the leading 
manufacturers of milking equipment by 
testing new methods and equipment. 
Anne gradually took over the recording 
of the results of these tests and reported 
on them to the manufacturers. 

She joined the Newbury Y.F.C., mak- 
ing many friends and learning more about 
stock judging. At the 1960 Three Coun- 
ties Show she won the section for judging 
in-milk heifers in the Y.F.C. competitions. 

Then, after two years in Berkshire, she 
felt it time to look for the next step on 
the ladder and applied for her present 
post. 

“T hadn’t very high hopes,” she said. 
“T thought there must be many others 
with more experience of both farming and 
teaching. So I was terribly thrilled—and 
a little nervous—when I was selected.” 


Anne’s lecturing is primarily to boys 
and girls attending the Day Release Clas- 
ses. The students are mostly from 
Secondary Modern Schools and have gone 
straight to a farm job where the employer 
allows them time off—usually one day a 
week—to attend classes. 

Anne lectures on general agriculture, 
not just dairying, and finds most of the 
youngsters very keen to learn. 

“Classes are from half past ten in the

morning to three-thirty in the afternoon,” 
Anne explained. “This gives them time 
to help with the milking before and after 
lessons.” 

During the winter months she spends 
three days a week lecturing, rather less in 
summer, but then she has more to do with 
Young Farmers’ Clubs. Although this is 
a part-time appointment Anne is busy 
with Y.F.C. work on at least four evenings 
a week, and spends quite a lot of time 
travelling from place to place. She has 
driven 14,000 miles in her little red Austin 
since last October. 


Staffordshire has 12 open Young Farm- 
ers’ Clubs and 13 junior clubs attached to 
schools. Of the total membership of over 
700 only 200 are in the 16-25 years age 
group. Having so few senior members 
means more work for the County Organi- 
zer, but Anne finds lack of numbers com- 
pensated for by the enthusiasm of mem- 
bers, and financial help is given by the 
Staffordshire Education Committee. She 
also has considerable assistance from Mr. 
B. D. Lucas, the assistant county agricul- 
tural organizer. 

And what of the future? 

“A few years at the Institute will teach 
me a lot,” Anne said thoughtfully, “ but I 
don’t want to lose sight of practical farm- 
ing. I’d like a 70-acre dairy farm of my 
own. And marriage and a family—all the 
better if he happens to be a farmer, too. 

“Oh, and I'd like to travel, of course, 
and see how they farm in other countries. 
So much one wants to do, but there’s 
time we 

When you’re only 22, keen and deter- 
mined, there’s the world and there’s time. 
What more could a girl like Anne need for 
a future?

Russia and most European coun- 

tries, and were once very popular 
in this country. In olden times they were 
made to celebrate the end of the Lenten 
fast and use up any Spring surplus of eggs 
and milk, but are worth reviving for —_ 
make a rich and delicious pudding and 
are equally good at tea time. 

If milk goes sour in hot weather and has 
to be made into curd cheese this is an 
ideal way of using it. And of course you 
can buy excellent cottage cheese very 
cheaply. Cream cheese, too, can be used 
but makes the cakes much more expen- 
sive. 

In England cheesecakes have usually 
been made in individual patty pans lined 
with puff pastry, and fillings have varied 
from one part of the country to another. 
Here is an old English recipe: 


SPICED CHEESECAKES 

2Zez caster sugar 

1 tablespoon thick 
cream 


l2ez puff pastry 

1 pint rich milk 

1 dessertspoon 
rennet 

2 eggs 

1 egg yolk 

2Zez melted butter | 
INE deep patty pans with the pastry. 

Warm the milk but don’t let it get 
really hot. Stir in the rennet. When it 
has set to a thick curd break it up with a

requires no cooking and is simple to prepare.

CHEESECAKES 


Light and delicious 
for dessert or tea-time 


spoon, tie it up in a piece of cheesecloth 
and let it hang until the whey has drained 
off, giving it an occasional shake. 

Press the curd through a sieve, stir in 
the just melted butter and add the lightly 
beaten eggs and egg yolk. Stir in the 
sugar, cream and spices. Half fill the patty 
pans with this mixture and bake for 20 
minutes in a fairly hot oven—Regulo 6; 
400 deg F. 

Instead of the spices you can flavour 
the filling with grated lemon rind and 
raisins, or chopped candied peel. 

Very often the cheesecake mixture is 
baked in a pastry shell. Shortcrust pastry 
enriched with an egg yolk can be used or 
a special pastry made with semolina that 
is particularly popular in Central Europe: 


HUNGARIAN CHEESECAKE 
For the pastry: 


3ez butter 
2o0z fine semolina 4oz caster sugar 
Pinch of salt 


For the filling: 
30z seedless raisins | 2 tablespoons finely 
l2oz cottage cheese chopped candied 
3

4ox flour 





tablespoon lemon | 

juice 

tablespoon caster | 
sugar 

IFT together the flour, semolina and 

salt. Rub in the butter. Stir in the 
sugar and mix to a light, stiff dough with 
a little cold water. Roll out thinly to fit 
a flan ring or wide pie plate. 

Sprinkle the bottom of the pastry case 
with the fruit and candied peel. Sieve 
the cheese and mix in the egg yolks, honey 
and semolina, the cream and the lemon 
juice. Fold in the stiffly beaten egg 
whites 

Turn the mixture into the pastry case 


1 tablespoon honey 
1 small teaspoon 
ground cinnamon 


and sprinkle the top with the sugar and 
cinnamon. Put into a hot oven—Regulo 
7; 425 deg F. After 10 minutes reduce 
the heat to moderate—Regulo 4; 350 deg 
F—and cook for 30 minutes longer. 


The filling will be puffed up and golden 
brown round the edges. It will fall a 
little as it cools but this is to be expected 
—for best results let it cool in the oven. 

You can decorate the top with a few 
strips of candied peel if you like. 


Cheesecakes are extremely popular in 
America where they must first have been 
brought over by Central European immi- 
grants and have now become a national 
institution. Made with a biscuit-crumb 
crust they are great favourites; bake this 
one for a special occasion: 


CHARLOTTE’S CHEESECAKE 
6 heaped tablespoons 2oz melted butter 
crumbled whole- loz sugar 
meal biscuits 
For the filling: 
2 eggs | 3ez sugar and 
120z cottage cheese 4 tablespoon vanilla 
30z vanilla sugar or essence 
For the topping: 
} pint sour cream | Loz vanilla sugar 
IX the biscuit crumbs with the sugar 
and melted butter and press the 
mixture firmly against the bottom and 
sides of a wide sandwich tin. Chill if 


possible. Bake in a moderately hot oven 
—Regulo 5; 375 deg F—for 7 minutes. 

Press the cottage cheese through a 
sieve. Beat the eggs well then beat them 
into the cheese with the sugar and vanilla 
until the mixture is thoroughly blended. 
Turn into the prepared biscuit crumb case 
and bake in a fairly hot oven—Regulo 5; 
375 deg F—for 30 minutes. 

Remove from oven and cover with the 
sour cream mixed with vanilla sugar 
Spoon this over the cheesecake and return 
it to the oven for 7 minutes longer. Allow 
it to get cold and if possible chill over- 
night before serving. 

You can sour fresh cream for the top- 
ping by stirring in a spoonful of lemon 
juice, or use the cultured cream about 
which I wrote on this page recently. 

Two tablespoons of ground almonds can 
be substituted for some of the biscuit 
crumbs if you like. 

And now here is an uncooked cheese- 
cake—also from America. 


UNCOOKED CHEESECAKE 
2 level tablespoons 1dib cottage cheese 
i 2 teaspoons finely 
grated orange rind 
4 pint cultured or 
2 eges whip cream 
4 pint orange juice 4 tablespoons 
1} tablespoons lemon crumbled biscuits 
juice | 

OFTEN the gelatine in 4 tablespoons 

cold water. Add the salt, the fruit 
juice, half the sugar and the beaten egg 
yolks and place the basin over a pan of 
gently boiling water. Heat slowly until 
the gelatine is quite dissolved. 

When cold and just beginning to 
thicken, blend in the sieved cottage cheese, 
the grated orange rind and the cream. 
Beat up the egg whites stiffly, scatter in 
the rest of the sugar and beat again until 
shiny and stiff. 

Fold quickly but thoroughly into the 
gelatine mixture and turn into a wide, 
shallow cake tin—one with a removable 
base is ideal—rinsed out with cold water. 
Chill. 

Unmould on to a serving dish; press the 
crumbs against the side of the cake and 
sprinkle the remainder over the top. 

Wholemeal biscuit crumbs, crumbled 
gingernuts and ratafias are particularly

advises on - - - concussion 





EAD injuries are all too common. 

Many are slight enough, giving just 

a bump like an egg. Some result in serious 

damage such as a fractured skull. In be- 

tween is the common result we call con- 
cussion. 

The brain inside the skull floats in 
water and a violent blow makes it rattle 
about like a pea in a pod. Without caus- 
ing structural damage, this can put it 
temporarily out of action. 

So we speak of concussion when the 
victim is knocked out, is unconscious for 
a short time, and then makes a complete 
recovery. 

There is no such thing as delayed con- 
cussion. If concussed, you go out at 
once. But there can always be delayed 
evidence of more serious damage.* 

The blow may have caused bleeding 
inside the skull. The patient recovers 


consciousness, is well for perhaps half an 
hour, and then the accumulation of blood 
sends him unconscious again. 

So when anyone has been knocked out, 
never allow him to walk off, saying, “I’m 
all right now. Don’t fuss.” Some one 
must be with him for an hour or two at 
least. 

Apart from serious damage, he may 
well be confused for a while, and do 
something foolish. If he is left with any 
headache or giddiness it is wise to insist 
on a couple of days in bed. At the end 
of that time if he feels well, he can safely 
be allowed to resurne work. 

All head injuries must be taken seri- 
ously. After an accident it is unwise to 
assume that a staggering man is drunk. 
Even if he smells of drink, that may be 
due to some enthusiast giving him brandy.

As a result of Joan Weatherlake’s article, 
Holiday Cottage to Let (Farmer’s Home, 
Aug. 1), a Staffordshire reader wrote to 
ask her advice on whether it would be 
worth trying to let furnished for holiday- 
makers an empty farmhouse on their land. 

We are publishing Mrs. Weatherlake’s 
reply, as it contains points which other 
readers may find helpful. 

CAN only speak from my own experi- 

ence of the West Country which is so 
popular for holidays. We are between 
Exmoor and the sea, so that we have other 
attractions to offer besides the farm. But 
I think a lot of people like the idea of a 
farm holiday and those with children often 
prefer a furnished cottage to an hotel. 

Holiday cottages at a reasonable rent 
are hard to find, and I should have 
thought that your farmhouse would appeal 
to people from Manchester and Birming- 
ham and other cities round you. 

I have at one time let a remote and 


rather shabby cottage. It had very peculiar 
plumbing and an outside Elsan. I ad- 
vertised it as “remote and not modern- 
ized,” and aimed to have it plain but 
clean. Even so it let very easily. 

So don’t do too much to the house the 
first year, apart from furnishing it and 
having it very clean for each new tenant— 
telling them beforehand exactly what 
amenities, or lack of them, the farmhouse 
has. Then if it did well it would be 
worth improving it later. 

The Information Bureau in my nearest 
town helped with the question of what 
rent to ask. Around here 6gs to 8gs a 
week is reasonabie, although people close 
to the sea ask far more. 

As for furnishings, this is what we 
have: 


Bedrooms—2 beds in each room with a 
chest of drawers and wardrobe, bed- 
side mats, two or three blankets, 
eiderdown, pillow, bedspread to each 


bed. Extra bed to put up if needed. 


Living room—Sofa and three armchairs, 
sideboard, large dining table and four 
chairs, plus two more upstairs if 
needed. Two large rugs. 


Kitchen—Six of all crockery, cutlery 
and tumblers, plus extra knives, 
spoons, plates, cups, etc. for cooking. 
Plenty of bowls and jugs, two or 
three casseroles and pie dishes, 
baking tins and cake tins. As many 
saucepans as possible, kettle, wash- 
ing-up bowl. Electric or calor gas 
stove. Brooms, bucket and scrubbing 
brush. Bread bin and several large 
tins for storage.

LETTUCES AND ONIONS 


It is both seed-time and 


almost a glut of salad greens just 

now it is a good idea to look ahead 
and get in a row or two of winter lettuce. 
Given a light, well-drained soil in a mild 
locality, there’s still time to sow seed of a 
hardy winter variety outside. 


Before sowing, rake in a little damp 
peat to encourage quick rooting and don’t 
try to economize by using seed left over 
from the summer. 

Only certain varieties are suitable for 
autumn sowing, Arctic King, Imperial, 
and the crisp-hearted semi-cos Winter 
Density, being among the most reliable. 
The smallest packet of seed is sufficient 
for the average household, bearing in 
mind that 4oz of seed will normally yield 
1,500 plants!

A LTHOUGH you may be faced with 


If you want exhibition onions for next 
year, seed should be sown at once. Onions 
sown in the autumn, by the way, usually 
escape attack from the onion fly maggot. 


Seed of hardy varieties—Unwin’s Reli- 
ance and Carter’s Autumn Queen are both 
excellent—may be sown fairly thickly in 
drills lft apart where the plants are to 
remain. Or the seed may be scattered 
broadcast in a prepared seedbed, trans- 
planting the seedlings to their permanent 


harvest this month 


quarters in late February or early March. 

Whichever method you follow the seed 
bed must be perfectly level and firm, 
fined down to a sand-like tilth. 

Heavily manured soil is not advisable at 
this time of year but a fertilizer rich in 
potash or a liberal amount of bonfire ash 
worked into the soil will help produce 
healthy bulbs. 

* + — 

Gardeners already familiar with autumn 
sowings will be harvesting their onions 
this month. In most parts of the country 
bulbs have ripened naturally this season 
but where the tops are still green you can 
hasten ripening by bending over the 
leaves from the neck, 

As soon as the foliage withers, bulbs 
may be pulled and spread to dry in the 
sun—or if the weather is wet they can 
finish drying on wire trays in a warm shed 
of frame. 

And talking of onions reminds me that 
the mature leaves of leeks can be 
trimmed back a couple of inches. If you’re 
growing the plants in trenches, earthing 
up should only be carried out when the 
soil is reasonably friable. 

Apply weak doses of liquid manure and 
soot alternately, at 10-day intervals, 
until the end of September.

PONY SERIES 5 


YOUR PONY’S FOOD 


| T is a mistake to think that ponies can live solely on grass, 





and that the richer the grass the better. Certainly, ponies 
and horses in their natural state do well enough on normal 
grazing but there are two important things to note. 

First, they do no fast work and carry no loads. Second, 
the quality of the grazing is usually on the poor side—as on the 
moorlands and fells, where it is inclined to be dry and crisp 
rather than lush and soft. 

Ponies that have to carry riders and generally work for their 
living must have different foods—corn of some kind as well as 
grass, either growing or cut in the form of hay. Too much 
green grass is definitely bad for ponies; it makes them fat, 
affects their wind, causes skin troubles and tends to produce 
chronic laminitis or fever in the feet. 

So don’t give your ponies unlimited grazing in rich meadows.

Ponies need corn of some kind as well as hay. 


On the other hand, don’t let them over-use one paddock so that 
the grass becomes sour. Change the grazing area at least once a 
year, and don’t forget to pick up the droppings every day. 

Hay is the best supplement to grass, and it should be of the 
best quality and over six months old. Oats are the best food 
for all mature working horses, but often too stimulating for 
ponies. A good substitute is crushed barley, which is also 
excellent for youngsters up to three years old. 

How much to give your pony? The golden rule is to give 
as much as the animal needs to keep it fit and well on the work 
required of it. The bulk food is hay; the ration about 8lb for a 
pony 12 h.h. and under, up to 10lb for a 14 h.h. animal. 

The surest guide is the pony’s appearance, not too fat and 
not too thin. So watch your pony every day. Cc. #4.
